| charity as to believe. Bur when all this and more doth appear a- 
gainſt them, and confute what they have with ſo much confidence 
maintained before God and the World, it will be a work of Juſtice 
and Charity to dete& their Hypocriſie, and ro ſhew that the Jeſurts 
'have a Cofpel by themſelyes. | |

Firſt, By ſhewing that their preſent caſe is ſuch, that althougli 
they had been guilty, ſuch a Proteſtation of their Innocence was ne- 
ceffary, if it might be conſiſtent with the principles of Religion. - 
Secondly, That ſuch a Proteſtation is conſiſtent with thetr Principles, 
and what is agreable to the praftice of their Order. | 
Thirdly, That: from the conſideration of their circumftances and 
a careful peruſal ofwhat-was faid_ by theſe pefſons ar'the tiirie of their 
death, there isſufficient reaſon to belieye that they a&ed upon ſuch

-Fir/t, Te was'neceffary' for thern at this time, and iri their Eircumſtan- 
ces; though never ſo deeply guilty, to ſtand upon their own vindicati- 
on, and to vindicate themſelves after the mioft ſolemn way umagina- 
ble: For if this Plot ſhould be believed, and they diſcovered ro be 
the: Contrivers' and Promoters of it, -it would be a foul blemiſh'to 
their Religion and ſo great a diſparagernent to their Society, thar 
alltheir Art and Induſtry could never be able to wipe it off. It would 
| awaken'the Princes of Chriſtendome; and 'they would never think 
| themſelves ſecure till 'this Order followed that of the Templers, and 
| was Univerfally diffolved and' extirpated. - It would make thoſe that 
| | =. mean

mean well too among thetnſelves to abhor them , and open a fair 
way for Proteſtantiſm to enter in upon them. And therefore it con- 
cerned them as much as might be to prevent it ; and how could it 
be prevented, but by this way that they have taken. For if they. had 
been ſilent under fo great a charge as this, all the World would have 
concluded them Guilty ; or if they had but faintly denyed it, when 
the Evidence was fo full and +atans 25 againſt them, the ſuſpitions 
that are abroad would have increaſed, and the Evidence already gi- 

ven in would be further enquired into and made out. It was not a 
ſorry Evafion, or ſome puny Equivocation that would put a ſtop to 
theſe miſchiefs, and ſet them right in the opinion of the World, as 
they well enough underſtood ; and therefore it concerned them, jfthe 
honour of ther Religion, 'or that of their Society - was dear to them, 
to betake themſelves to the moſt formal Proteſtations to enſure it ; if 
{0 be it might be done with conſiſtency to their Religion, or their own 
ſafety in another World. | 

Secondly, 1 ſhall therefore ſhew that fuch Proteſtations are conſi- 
ſtent with their Religion, and that although they were never ſo 

Guilty, they might ſtand upon their own Innocency and Juſtification 
to the. Death. And that is to be done upon theſe Principles. (x) If 
what they are charged with be made Legitimate by a Superior Au- 
- thority. (2) If they are under a precedent and ſifficicient Obligation 
nat to: confels what they are juſtly changed with, ( 3) It they are 
uidemnafied and declared Innocent. ( 4) If 'they are charged before 
an, iacompetent Authority (5) If the Charge it ſelf be laid wrong. 

Firſt, If.what they are charged with be made Legitimate and a 
lowable by a Superior Authority ; which may be done two waies. 

_ Frf, By 2 diſpeniation from the Pope, or by others ordinarily de- 
puted thereunto in their Church. This is what they do now deny 
amongſt us, confidently maintaining that a Diſpenſation is never gt- 
ven beforehand. But this is vainly alledged, whether we conſider the 
mture of a Diſpenfation,” which hath a relation to an aCtion yet ro be 
done, or. tothe continuation 'of it ; or whether we conſider the pra- 
Qice. of their Church, of which we have a. very modern inſtance. 
For whereas the Marrying of a Brothers Wife, the Brother being yet 
alive, is both contrary: to the Law of God and Nature ; there is a 
Prigce--now in the World that is diſpenſed with, in that marter, and 
ens the.Wife and Kingdom of his Brother by vertue of the -Popes 
Authority. '..Now if the Pope hath a Power of altering the nature 
of things, and of giving a Diſpenſation for what would without that 
Diſpenſation. have been in it {elf unlawful; then the doing of an. A- 
Qion otherwiſe evil is, by vertue of that Diſpenſation, noſin ; and he 
that hath-that for his Authority is. ſo far Innocent. 

. Secondly, The Action may be made Legitimate, by vertue of the 
command of ſuch a Superior, as they are bound fully and univerſally 
to obey. ' And this is, the caſe of the Jeſuits, who are under a per- 
fe& SubjeCtion to their Superiors, and whoſe commands they are 
not to diſpute. This is the firſt thing which they are taught, zo be 
fo Conformable to the Catholick Church (which in their ſence is the Pope)

. feſſed ſuch a ſin unto him or not, he may not only ſay I know not, but anſwer 

diretly, that he hath not confeſſed any ſuch thing unto him, albeit he had 

fo done; and that the ſaid Confeſſor may not only ſay, but ſwear alſo this 

anſwer of his, underſtanding and reſerving in his mind, that the Penitent 

hath not confeſſed unto him ſo as he may utter it, &c. All Divines and
